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SCHEME  TO  RECOVER  INCOME-TAX  ON 
SUBSCRIPTIONS. 


The  lnc(3ino  of  Cliarities  is  exempt  from  Income-Tax,  and 
if  a  Subscriber,  wlio  is  an  Income-I'ax  ])ayer,  is  ])repared  io 
covenant  by  deerl  to  y)ay  a  legular  Annual  Snbscri])tion  for  a 
])eriod  of  seven  years,  it  is  now  possible  for  tlie  Hospital  to 
recover  the  tax  whicli  has  been  paid  by  the  Subscriber,  and  so 
to  increase  the  amount  actually  received  by  tlu^  Hospital  by 
25%,  witlioiit  increasing  the  amount  payable  by  tlie  Subscriber. 

A  subscription  of  kl  hitherto  ])aid  to  tlie  Hos])ital  represents 
a  gross  amount  of  25s.,  from  which  5s.  lias  been  deducted  for 
Income-Tax. 

Under  this  Scheme  the  Subscriber  will  covenant  to  set  aside 
from  his  gross  income  25s.  annually  for  tlie  benefit  of  the 
Hospital.  He  will  pay  Ids  Income-Tax  as  before,  and  will  for¬ 
ward  to  the  Hospital  his  usual  net  subscription  of  b'l,  and  .he 
will  fill  in  a  form  (which  will  be  supplied  by  the  Hon.  Sec.) 
stating  that  he  has  paid  Income-Tax  at  tlie  rate  of  4s.  in  the  4' 
amounting  to  os.  The  Hospital  udll  then  be  able  to  claim  vv- 
payrnent  of  the  5s.,  and  the  £1  subscription  will  a])preciate  to 
25s.  In  like  manner  a  £5  subscription  will  apprechite  to  £()  5s., 
a  £10  subscription  to  £12  lOs.,  and  so  on  pro  rata.  Further, 
the  subscriber,  if  liable  to  Super  Tax,  can  obtain  relief  from  such 
tax  in  respect  of  the  subscription  and  the  Income-Tax  thereon. 

It  is  proposed  to  invite  any  subscr’bers  of  sums  from  £1 
upwards,  who  feel  that  they  can  thus  bind  themselves  to  main¬ 
tain  their  subscription  for  a  period  of  seven  years,  to  sign  the 
neco.ssary  covenant,  and  so  increase  the  funds  for  the -Hospital. 

The  Scheme  cannot  lie  made  retros])ective,  and  can  apjily 
only  to  subscriptions  that  are  paid  after  the  ne^'essary  Deed  has 
been  signed,  and,  of  course,  only  to  those  who  ]iay  Income-'Iax.

REPORT  OF  CENTRAL  COMMITTEE  FOR  YEAR  1928. 


to  tliank  all  those  Collectors  who,  by  their  devoted  work,  have 
contributed  so  largely  to  the  success  of  the  Scheme.  Jt  will  be 
a  source  of  satisfaction  to  them  to  know  tluit  their  efforts  have 
resulted  in  the  benefits  enjoyed  by  the  contributors  to  tlie 
Scheme. 

During  the  year  LiOcal  Committees  have  been  set  up  in 
nearly  all  the  Parishes  served  by  the  Infirmary  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  hopes  that  the  few  remaining  Parishes  will  be  dealt 
with  in  the  near  future.  The  Committee  will  be  pleased,  on 
application  being  made,  to  arrange  explanatory  Meetings  and 
assist  in  the  formation  of  local  branches.  In  addition,  many 
firms  and  other  employers  of  labour  have  kindly  consented  to 
collect  from  their  employees,  and  this  has  reE'.ulted  in  a  large 
increase  in  the  nund)er  of  contributors.
